One dealer who had a very 
small supply of the sheets for 
sale at that price stated that the 
cost to him wholesale was five 
dollars.

In a little over a month, a set 
of agreements were drawn up and 
the U. P. U. established. 

Plans were prepared to estab- | 


lish uniformity as regards lang- | 


uage, weight, currency, accounts 
and adjustments.

for their own mail. The nation 
from which the mail originated 
was to retain all postage money, 


and all other countries agreed to | 


delivery without compensation. 
A central bureau was established 
in Berne to keep accounts be- 
tween nations and make monthly 
settlements.

A financier when once asked to state in a few words how mopr- 
ey could be made in the stock market simply said: “Buy when 
people are selling; sell when people are buying.” Some smart phila- 
telists are parallelling that advice by following the rule of buying 
what is unpopular, selling what is popular. It seems like a start- 
ling reversal of form, for one would think that the wisest advice 
is not as unsound as it might seem. 

Though our hobby is soon to 
be a century old, and while in 
almost ten decades it has shown 
steady and consistent growth, 
what is greatly held in high 
esteem in one period is not in 
such demand in another.

Out Where The Tall Corn Grows 


It would do a lot of people a great bit of good if they could 
come out here and see things from the same angle as we see them. 
It is hard for us to listen to or read or believe the truck we see 
in the papers or hear on the radio or television. For out here we 
Ks see so much that looks like prosperity 
that we hesitate to believe what comes 
from the big eastern cities where when 
it gets a bit rough going, the boys gets 
seared stiff. Right now down in front of 
the News office are five big stalks of 
corn, The first one brought in was 12 feet 
tall, Just to show what he was raising, 
another farmer brought one in that was 
12 feet, 11 inches tall . That was followed 
by one that was a full 13 feet. The last two 
brought in were 13 feet 3 inches, and 13 
feet 6% inches respectively. Believe it or 
not, it takes a six foot man to reach up 
and pluck the ear of corn from these 
stalks. This is a sample of the kind of 
corn stalk that Jack The Giant Killer 
cut down when he killed the Giant. All 
over this state we can travel along the 
roads in the country and see corn from 
ten to twelve feet high and the farmers 
ee here are prosperous and lots of farm boys 
GEO. LINN collect stamps too. Prosperity and depres- 

sion are as you make it and the farmers 
of America are going along the Prosperity road. Few of them 
but have a good bit of the stuff it takes, salted away somewhere. 
Many of them out here have new television sets so you fellows in 
the east who make these programs better take this in mind for 
you have to create a good impression among the people if you hope 
to do business with them. 

If you want to live happy, get out in the sticks like we did. 
Forget Broadway, as we do. When we want to get a bellyfull we 
can get it in a few days time by a trip to the big city and are we 
glad to get back home where everything smells good and where 
we can say “howdy” to anyone on the street. 

Doing business by mail is as easily accomplished from the mid- 
west as from any other point and how much more pleasant it is to 
be out in the open rather than cooped up in stone palaces. 

Just remember, stamps are about as depression proof as any- 
thing. We well remember the tough times of the early 30’s, 
when we were able to build what was at that time the biggest 
circulation that any stamp publication ever had in these United 
States. We wondered what caused it all during those days when 
apples. were peddled on the street corners. We remember quite 
well another man who was in the same building with us in Colum- 
bus. He operated a magazine subscription agency and one day he 
said to me, “I can not understand this so called depression we are 
having. My business is bigger now than it ever was.” I told him, 
“That is easy, the people who read magazines are as always the 
better class people. Most of them have a few dollars salted away 
just m case things like this happen. Now they have time to read 
a bit and that is what they are doing.’ 

The same thing is true for the stamp hobby too. The average 
stamp collector is much above the average citizen in many ways. 
They too are of the class who usually have a few dollars laid away 
for any emergency; they can afford to spend and in bad times they 
have more time to dig into their stamp collection and that is a fact 
that you fellows who are looking for business should not overlook. 

It will soon be September. The hot weather will be going. 
Whether the winter will again be mild as last year or whether it will 
be cold, stamp time will be here in full swing and those who are 
prepared for it will be the ones who get the jump on winter busi- 
ness. 
The big show held by August Tiger in October should start 
the New York season off with a bang and that will be followed 
by the ASDA show in November. There will be plenty of stamp 
hunters at both shows, so get ready now to get your share of that 
business. It will pep you up to see these shows for when stamp 
hunters by the thousands crowd into them to buy stamps, you 
will stare and wonder where they all came from. We know, we have 
attended them. The one last October at the McAlpin looked like 
CIPEX and “spending money” was plentiful.

“As Bowes expanded his busi- 
ness he also thought of the bene- 
fits of a mail meter. When he dis- 
played sketches of a unit to postal 
officials, he was turned down. 
But the officials put him in touch

Bowes, Inc., of Stamford, Conn., 
was a robot which makes sure 
that whoever uses a meter gets not 
one 3c stamp worth more than he 
had paid for—in advance.

On May 21 my wife of four 
months and I left Los Angeles 
on a tour which will take us to 
Washington, D. C. for the sum- 
mer and should net a lot of new 
material for this column.

Values 
were 25c, 50c and, we think, a $1 
stamp. Subsequent issues are ti- 
tled “Merchandise Board.” The 
ifirst of these was issued in 1946 
and were black, 25¢e and 50c. 

In 1947 these two values and a 
$1 were issued in red and later in 
the year the 25c and 50c were is- 
sued in green. Later, in 1948, 
the color was returned to black. 

All of these stamps are worth 
each or more. 

Pin Ball Machine meters also 
have been issued in the same de- 
sign in red, black or green with 
}a face value of $9.9912, which is 
ithe higest amount the meter will 
‘register. Ford not being able to 
find adequate published lists, has

|lists and their use has been of- 
fered by Mr. .Wilson.

““We may decide on a pale blue 
shade said Postmaster General 
Wanamaker in talking of the new 
postal cards to a “Post” reporter, 
or a pale gray shade, or it may 
be that a pearl or a yellow shade 
would be best.

The 
pale gray was the color we favor- 
ed, but as I say, we may later 
decide on some pale shade of 
blue, or perhaps on pearl or yel- 
low. 

“These new postal cards will be 
the handsomest things of the sort 
ever offered to buyers. There 
will be two new varieties, a large 
ecard, perhaps a third larger than 
the present ordinary card, of a 
complication suggestive of a tor- 
pid liver, and another size, just 
the least bit smaller than the pre- 
sent card 

“These cards,’ went on PMG 
Wanamaker, will be almost penny 
postage. Their size will enable 
one to indite a quite lengthy 
epistle on them for one cent. But 
it is the pale gray or pearl colored 
ecard that will be the greatest 
bargain. It will not hold so much, 
| but it is to be an uncommonly 
attractive affair.’

Liberty, New York is a little 


in the Catskill Mountains. 
usual Main St. stretches its mile 
and the populace is infected with 
that lackadaisical attitude so com- 
mon to country folk. 

I spent a full day, in Liberty, 
on the way home from a motor 
trip in Northern New York 
State. Wandering about the vil- 
lage I soon discovered a_ full- 
fledged stamp dealer located in 
the only office building in town. 

You could imagine my _§sur- 
prise upon finding a stamp shop 
which was comprised of a suite 
of three large rooms with each 
and every nook and crany chock 
full of stamps and things. That 
was not all for the place was a 
veritable beehive of activity. I 
introduced myself to the pleasant 
proprietor, Bob Hervey and we 
immediately became engrossed 
in conversation which inevitably 
led to our mutual interest, the 
plate number block 

Believe it or not, the local 
stamp club has a membership of 
40. Every one of those forty 
members are ardent collectors 
who really take pride in the pro- 
gress of their club. They meet 
at Mr. Hervey’s shop where their 
favorite topic and trading cen- 
ters around the plate number 
block, 

The local PO is extremely co- 
operative and this little village 
hardly ever finds itself lacking 
any of the new commemoratives 
as they are issued. Of course 
they find the same difficulties in 
acquiring certain positions and 
plate numbers which most of us 
need. 

Undoubtedly thousands upon 
thousands of small places, such 
as Liberty, New York, have their 
little stamp clubs and are just as 
interested and active but the one 
thing that pleases me most is the | 
fact that wherever I go the inter- 
est, in plate numbers, is foremost.
